D a y. “ 
The instructions prov ide that the 
e nu m e r a tors are to report whether 
the person is single, married, widowed 
or div orced. 
M a.ried persons are to 
be,ask ed if they hav e been married be­ 
fore. 
On the subject of place of birth 
of a nativ e-born 
person the instruc­ 
tions state that if the person was born 
in the United Stat3s the e nu m e r a t or 's 
to giv e the State or T erritory (not 
city or town) in which born. 
The enu ­ 
m e ra tors will also inquire as to the 
ability of all persons ov er ten years 
of age to speak English. 
There are many room ing houses in 
Seymour, and a large number of r a il ­ 
road men and commercial trav elers 
mak e their home 
in this city 
but 
a r e here but 
a s hort 
time 
each 
week . 
There is a possibility 
that 
many of these will be missed unless a 
suggestion is giv en to the e nu m era­ 
tors by those who are acquainted with 
such persons.

e r a tor s the city w ill be accredited with 
a much less than the real population. 
As these figures are to stand

“We do not desire to blacklist any 
firm,” declared Mrs. Nathan, “but we can 
whitelist those firms which treat their 
employes humanely. We can make and 
publish a list of all the shops where em­ 
ployes receive fair treatment, and we 
cau agree to patronize only those shops.

Good Results of Equal Suffrage. 
The fundamental argument for wom­ 
an suffrage, of course, is its justice; aud 
this would be enough were there no 
other. 
But a powerful argument can 
also be made for it from the standpoint j some 
of expedieucy. 
It has now been proved 
to demonstration, not only that woman 
suffrage has no bad results, but that it 
has certain definite good results. 
It gives 
women 
a 
position of in­ 
creased dignity aud Influence. 
Dr. Mar­ 
garet Long, daughter of Ex-8ecretary 
of the Navy Long, who has resided for 
years in Denver, writes: 
“It seems im­ 
possible to me that anyone cun live in 
Colorado long enough to get into touch 
with the life here, and not realize that 
women count for more in all the affairs 
of this state than they do where they 
have not the power that the suffrage 
gives. 
More attention is paid to their 
wishes, and much greater weight given 
to their opinions and judgment.” 
Mrs. Sarah Platt Decker, of Denver, 
ex-President of the General Federation 
of Women’s clubs, and also ex-President 
of the Colorado State’ Board of Charities, 
writes: 
“Under woman suffrage, there 
is a much more chivalrous devotion and 
respect on the part of men, who look 
upon their sisters not as playthings or 
as property, but as equals aud fellow 
citizens.” 
Mrs^ K, A. Sheppard, president of the 
New Zealand Council of Women, says: 
“Since women 
have 
become electors, 
their views have become important aud 
command respect. 
Men Ii>t«*ii to and are 
influenced by th** opinions of women to a 
far greater degree dian was the case 
formerly. There is no longer heard the 
contemptuous ‘W hat do women know of 
such matters?’ And so out <>f the greater 
civil liberty enjoyed by women has come 
a perceptible rise in the moral and hu­ 
manitarian tone of the community. 
A 
young New Zealander in his teens no 
longer regards his mother as belonging 
t• * a sex that must be kept within a pre­ 
scribed sphere. That the lads and young 
men or it democracy should have their 
whole conception of the rights of hu­ 
manity broadened and measured by truer 
standards is in 
itself 
an 
incalculable 
benefit.” 
Mrs. A. Watson Lister, secretary of 
the Woman’s National Council of Aus­ 
tralia. says; 
“One striking re,milt of 
equal suffrage is that members of P a r­ 
l i a m e n t now consult us as to their bills, 
when these bear upon the interests of 
women. The author of the new divorce 
bill asked all the women’s organizations 
to come together and hear him read it, 
and make criticisms and suggestions. 
I 
do not remember any such thing hap­ 
pening before, in all my years in Aus­ 
tralia. 
When a naturalization bill was 
pending, one clause of which deprived 
Australian women of citizenship if they 
married aliens, a few women went pri­ 
vately to the prime minister and pro­ 
tested, and that clause was altered im­ 
mediately. 
After we had worked for 
years with members of Parliament for 
various reforms, without avail, because 
we had no votes, you cannot imagine the 
difference it makes.” 
Ex-Premier 
Alfred 
Deakin, 
of 
the 
Commonwealth 
of 
Australia, 
says: 
“There is now a closer attention paid in 
Parliament to matters especially affect­ 
ing the (feminine) 
sex or interesting 
them.” 
It leads to improvements in the law’s. 
No one can speak more fitly of this than 
Judge Lindsey of the Denver juvenile 
court. 
H e writes: “ We have in Colorado 
the most advanced laws of any state 
in the Union for the care and protection 
of the home and the children the very 
foundation of the republic. 
We owe 
this more to woman suffrage than to 
any one cause. 
It does not take any 
mother from her home duties to spend

m a nufa c turers. 
T hey cannot comp ete 
with t he vy oung m en who come here 
from the foreign universities and tech­ 
nical schools. 
These are the charges m ade by F r e d ­ 
erick W. Tay lor, of the Society for the 
Prom otion of Education, and back ed 
by A. L. Dabney and other p rom ine nt 
m e m be rs of the Am erican Society of 
Civil Engineers. 
T he re is 
not 
the 
shadow of a doubt, say s Tay lor, tha t 
the overw helm ing m ajority of emp loy ­ 
ers w a nt nothing to do with the engi­ 
neer grad uates, if it is p ossible to get 
along w ithout them, until they have 
been out of college for a y ear or two 
at least. 
“ Is it necessary ,” Prof. T ay lor ask s, 
" t ha t the y oung gr a d ua te should leave 
college w ith an education which is of 
no value in the ey es of the average 
emp loy er, and tha t he should be un­ 
hap p y and discontented for a p eriod 
of one or two y ears after gra d ua tion? 
There a re two p a rtic ula r faults which 
a re resp onsible for this condition of 
affairs, and both of the m a re rem edia­ 
ble. 
in the first p lace the 
students 
a re und e r too loose discip line a t col­ 
lege. 
T hey are allowed a gr e a te r free­ 
dom tha n they have ever had before 
or will ever have again. 
T he y ab sent 
them selves from lectures. 
They work 
as they p lease, and as m uc h 
they 
p lease, the only restriction being tha t 
they have to p ass certain 
exa m ina 
tions. 
T he ir habits a re left almost e n­ 
tirely to the.mselves. 
But, when they 
begin com m ercial life, those habits are

nearly e ve ry thing that, other fa rm e rs 
waste. 
O rd inarily out here p eop le too 
often 
limit 
themselves to one crop , 
and buy bacon, butter, eggs and corn 
meal a t the stores; but every Mormon 
farm has a d a iry and a p oultry y ard. 
The Mormon women have not forgot­ 
ten the use of the sp inning wheel and 
loom. 
T hey work up the wool of the 
lam bs into homesp un for the ir hus ­ 
bands and sons, and their sheets and 
tablecloths a re woven of flax tha t grew 
in the ir gardens. 
They k nit the sock 3 
and the stock ings and the m itte ns of 
the family , and they m a k e the ir own 
clothes 
in 
the 
old fashioned 
way . 
which is not com m on in the tw e ntie th 
century , but contributes substantially 
to reduce the household exp enses and 
to increase the dep osits ill the savings 
bank s.

The smoke nuisance in American 
cities is so great an evil that even if 
it entailed no economic loss its abate­ 
ment would justify almost any con­ 
ceivable outlay. 
It is a breeder of 
disease and a destroyer of property. 
It lowers the vitality of its victims 
and is responsible for a rising death 
rate in scores of communities, as­ 
serts the New York Mail. 
But there 
is, in addition, a money factor in the 
problem. 
The smoke nuisance may 
be considered as really serious only 
in the large cities and towns of the 
country. 
In those communities there 
is an annual loss estimated at $500,- 
000,000 due to waste 
and 
damage 
caused by sffioke. 
This total repre­ 
sents a toll of $17 per capita every 
year for the inhabitants of the affect­ 
ed communities. 
In other words, this 
nuisance costs the victims enough ev­ 
ery year to build the Panama canal 
or complete the project of a deep wa­ 
terway from the great lakes to the 
Gulf of Mexico.

Four men have thus far been chosen 
for places in the Hall of Fame by' the | 
commission. They are Cyrus Hall Mc­ 
Cormick, thi» inventor of the reaping 
machine; Jonathan 
Baldwin Turner, 
the original promoter of the agricul­ 
tural and industrial college; James X. 
Brow'n, the first president of the Illi­ 
nois State Fair; the successful promo­ 
ter of the introduction of the various 
improved 
breeds 
of horses, 
cattle, 
sheep and swine frôm Great Britain; a 
successful breeder and exhibitor of the 
best class of live stock; the first to in­ 
troduce shorthorns into Illinois; Isaac 
Funk, who was selected as the best 
type of a successful pioneer farm er 
and a most worthy promoter of the 
science of agriculture in vogue in his 
day. 
The. life story of Air. McCormick, 
the first of the nten to be honored by 
the place in the hall, is the story of 
one of the greatest inventors the last' 
century produced, though it was a par­ 
ticularly prolific century as to the men ! 
•of inventive genius w'ho lived in it. 
Mr. McCormick’s 
invention 
of 
the! 
reaper w'as an Invention which not ; 
only brought him personally the great­ 
est fame and a huge fortune, Lnt it 
has done and is doing a vast amount | 
of good throughout the w orld. Through ; 
the agency of the McCormick reaper ; 
man obtained more of the yield of the j 
earth, for this time and labor saving j 
device paeans that greater areas have j 
been 
placed 
under 
cultivation than 
w'ould have been possible had no reap­ 
e r ever been invented. 
Mr. McCormick was born in Rock­ 
bridge County, Virginia, Feb. 15, 1809. 
His parents were both of Seotch-Irish 
■descent. 
His father, Robert McCor­ 
mick, was a wvll-to-do farmer, who 
himself had considerable mechanical 
ingenuity. 
Limited in his educational 
facilities, young McCormick obtained 
a fair common school education. 
He 
then began to work on one of his fath­ 
er’s fat ms. 
When he w as only 15 
years old McCormick’s inventive gen- 


ius first became manifest. 
In 1826 
he invented a fineiy ipade grain cra­ 
dle, with which he helped to harvest 
crops. 
In 1831 he invented the hill­ 
side plow and twro years later he in­ 
vented 
a 
horizontal self-sharpening 
plow'. 
Meanwhile the youthful inven­ 
tor had been giving attention to the 
problem of cutting grain by machin­ 
ery. 
He w'as convinced that hand la­ 
bor must inevitably be superseded by 
some kind of a reaping machine aftd 
set 
himself to discover a principle 
wdrich would apply practicably. 
He 
concluded that the necessary motion 
to cut the grain could be obtained by 
means of a crank attached to the end 
of the reciprocating blade. 
With his 
own hands he made his first machine 
on this principle. 
This pioneer reaper consisted 
of 
three main features—a vibratfng cut­ 
ting blade, a reel to bring the grain 
within reach of the blade and a plat­ 
form to receive the falling grain. This 
machine, drawn by twro horses, was 
put to a practical test during the lat­ 
ter part of the harvest of 1831 In a 
field of oats within a mile of the Mc­ 
Cormick homestead. 
The test proved 
to the satisfaction of the neighboring 
farmers, who had been invited to wit­ 
ness it, that a successful method of 
cutting grain by machinery had at 
last been evolved. 
Entering into a 
partnership with his father and two 
of his brothers, McCormick began to 
turn out his reapers in some quantity, 
after having made improvements on 
the pioneer machine. In 1844 the first 
consignment of the reapers was sent 
to the western prairies. 
In 1849 the 
sales amounted to 1,500 reapers. 
In 1851 Mr. McCormick 
exhibited 
the reaper at the world’s fair in Lon­ 
don, and he 
afterward 
spent some 
time in bringing the machine to the 
attention of European agriculturists. 
There was hostility to the reaper at 
first in Europe, because it threatened 
to decrease the hand labor, hut the 
Europeans were finally forced to adopt 
the McCormick machine because of its 


enormous economic advantages. 
The 
London Times declared, after the Lon­ 
don world’s fair, that the value of the 
McCormick reaper was equal to the 
entire cost of the exhibition, 
Mr. 
McCormick died on May 13, 1884. 
Mr. Turner, the second of the can­ 
didates selected for the Hail of Fame, 
was for fourteen years a professor in 
Illinois College, from which he retired 
in 1847. 
In a convention of teachers 
held in Pike County in 1850 he sug­ 
gested a plan for the establishment of 
a state university based upon the col­ 
lege and seminary 
fund—then esti­ 
mated at about $300,000—w'hich met 
with the approval of 
those present, 
and soon after he delivered an address 
at Griggsville in the same county, in 
which he gave utterance to his views 
in reference to a “system of national 
education.” 
This is believed to have been the 
prelude, if not the actual inception, at 
least so far as the West was con­ 
cerned, of the measure which, in the 
next twelve years, was debated with 
constantly increasing interest in edu­ 
cational conventions, industrial asso­ 
ciations and other deliberative bodies 
throughout the country. 
Mr. 
Brown, 
the 
third 
candidate 
chosen for the Hall of Fame, wras born 
at Bryant 
Station, Fayette County, 
Ky., October 8, 1806. 
After attending 
school a t Lexington and Transylvania 
University, 
he 
located 
in 
Korrim 
County, 
Kentucky, and 
engaged in 
farming and breeding shorthorn cat­ 
tle. 
He removed to Island Grove, in 
Sangamon County, Illinois, in the year 
1834, and brought with him from Ken­ 
tucky several shorthorn cattle. 
These 
w'ere the first shorthorns brought to 
Illinois. 
He engaged actively 
in 
farming, 
breeding and feeding cattle and the 
breeding of shorthorns, adding to his 
herd by purchase from the importa­ 
tions to Kentucky and Ohio from Eng­ 
land. 
He w'as largely instrumental in 
forming the Sangamon County fair at 
Springfield. 


The fourth of the chosen candidates, 
Isaac P’unk, was born in Clark County, 
Kentucky, Nov. 17, 1797. 
His grand­ 
father, Adam Funk, was a German 
emigrant, 
and 
his 
mother, 
whose 
maiden name w’as Sarah Moore, was 
one of the same thrifty and vigorous 
stock. 
' 
In 1807 the family moved to free 
soil in Fayette “County, Ohio, and Isaac 
lived there until he was 23, spent a 
year a t the Kanawha Salt Works in 
Virginia, then returned to Ohio, where 
for several years 
he 
worked on a 
farm for the stipend of $8 a month 
and “found.” In 1824, with his broth­ 
er, Absalom, he wrent to Illinois, first 
trying Sangamon County, but finally 
settling in McLean County, near the 
station now known as Funk’s Grove. 
They built here a j>ole shanty, 12 by 
14 feet, roofed with riven 
four-foot 
clapboards held down 
with 
weight 
poles instead of nails. 
The floor was 
carpeted in Indian fashion, with peel­ 
ed elm bark. 
There was no window', 
and but one door, made of clapboards. 
As soon as the house was completed, 
they began to break the virgin sod 
of the prairie for corn, and bought 
and sold cattle. 
For many years Isaac 
Funk grew 
corn on his black prairie soil, raised 
and bought and sold 
cattle, horses, 
mules and hogs; 
suffered privations, 
losses, disappointments and the hard­ 
ships of him w'ho blazes the way in 
new lands. 
At last he built a big, 
comfortable home; bought land until 
he owned about 25,000 acres of Mc­ 
Lean County, and was worth at the 
time of his death close to $2,000,000. 
Among the communications of ap­ 
proval received are those from the 
Mexican secretary of the department 
of agriculture, the Japanese minister 
of agriculture, and from the governors 
of Minnesota, Florida, Virginia, Ken­ 
tucky, 
New 
Hampshire, 
fxjuisiana, 
Kansas,

and South Dakota, and from the agri­ 
cultural departments of numerous oth­ 
er states. 


STATISTICS 0T DIVORCE 
ARI WORSE HUN 5HKTUNC 


F MARRIAGE is not already a total failure, it promises to be­ 
come so if the present rate of increase in divorce continues. 
In the past twenty years nearly 1,000,000 wedded pairs have 
sought relief in ftie divorce courts of this country, and the num­ 
ber of divorces is on the increase to an extent out of all pro­ 
portion to what should naturally follow from the Increase In 
population. 
In spite of the discouragement of divorce by the 
passage of stringent laws, by the preaching of the churches, by the slowness 
of the courts to grant decrees, and by the efforts of certain social workers 
to make “the lower classes” satisfied with their lot in life, the steady march 
of divorce is in no wise halted, and the percentage of the speed at which it 
travels is at once alarming to those who think that divorce is an evil and in­ 
teresting to those who are fond of probing into causes. 
Not only is the divorce movement compounding itself in the United 
States, but it is also acquiring accelerated speed in all 1’ne Christian coun­ 
tries of Europe where it is tolerated. To those to whom all this spells social 
disintegration and decadence the figures are appalling. 
In France the num­ 
ber of divorces has increased from 2,602 in 1884 to 13,140 in 1904. 
In Nor­ 
way the increase in divorces during the thirty-one years last past ha3 been 
881.8 per cent. 
In the same length of time the population of Norw'ay has 
increased only 23.5 per cent. 
During the ten years last past the number of 
divorces granted by courts in Belgium has increased 619.9 per cent, while 
the increase in population in the same decade has been only 38.6 per cent. 
In Holland divorces have in twenty years increased 576.7 per cent, w'hile the 
Dutch themselves have increased only 42.6 per cent. 
Roumania. and even 
Russia, show similar advances. France by no means heads the list with its 
502 per cent. 
In England the increase in divorces has been 398.5 per cent, 
againsit an increase in population of only 43.2 per cent, and covenanting old 
Scotland can figure up an increase in divorce of 428 per cent, while the popu­ 
lation shows an increase cf only 33.1 per cent. 
In the United States it ap­ 
pears that the greatest number of divorces are sought in the third and fifth 
years of marriage. 
It appears from the figures that wedded pairs get tired 
of each other in large numbers as the third year of marriage life rolls 
around. 
Of course there are two sides to it. 
There is a man side and a woman 
side. 
There are bad wives and there are bad husbands, and there are hus­ 
bands and wives that are both bad together. 
And then there arc marriages 
In which a good woman—a perfectly useful and kind, good w’oman—and the 
same kind of a man convert each other into something not much better 
than beasts. 
What sort of relief are pairs like that to seek it not legal and 
final separation, with the privilege of trying their luck a second time? Di­ 
vorce is sweeping the world like the cholera used to sw*eep it before Dr. 
Koch discovered the comma bacillus. To stop it a new' social serum, or anti­ 
toxin, will have to be discovered by some German thinker w’ho has noth­ 
ing else to do.
